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Recent months have seen changes 
in Government policies towards 
Government departments and, in 
particular, MAF. The biggest 
change we face is that of our 
funding. 


MAF's operating vote has been reduced 
by $1 million this year and will be 
reduced by $5 million next year and 
$10 million the following year. MAF 
is expected to recover costs where- 
ever possible. 


In Advisory Services Division (ASD) we haven't had a “budget cut" this 
year as such, but we are expected to pay for a lot more things out of 
our budget, so the end result is a reduction. For instance, we now have 
to pay for government printing, we've had to absorb salary increases 
(over 80% of our allocation goes in salaries) and general inflation in 
transport, accommodation, plant and equipment etc etc. 


My personal yearly allocation is $4,000. To the end of July with 41% 
of the financial year gone I have spent 51% of my allocation. My budget 
must pay for half phone rental, toll calls, travelling allowance for 
hotels and meals at $48 per day, vehicle running at 35¢ per km, air fares 
and any incidentals. So you can see one trip to Tauranga to help run 
a course, which involves car expenses and one night away and I+ve sent 
half of my monthly allocation of $333. 


At this stage ASD is not looking to charge for advisory visits but we have 
been directed to charge for honey inspection for export certification. 
This charge will be one third of costs this year, and two thirds in the 
1986/87 year. The charge-out rate for this work will probably be in 
the order of $35.37 an hour which includes travelling. 


Money available for part-time inspection work has also been reduced. 
So, I will be asking more of you to help me with this work on a voluntary 
basis. I should be able to pay your vehicle running but not wages. 


And the last thing, and it's bad news too I'm afraid. This is the last 
FREE newsletter you are going to get. I have included a subscription. 
form with this newsletter, which you should complete and return with 
a cheque made out to MAF as soon as possible. I want to co-ordinate 
the subscription year with the financial year so a $5.00 cheque will 
buy you the next two issues ie December and February. You'll receive 
another subscription form with the February issue for $10.00 which will 
then go for a full year ie four issues. 


Now, to confuse everyone properly, I will continue to send complimentary 
issues to MAF staff, secretaries of other NBA branches, libraries etc. 
If you haven't got a subscription form included with this newletter you 
are one of the lucky ones!

: field diagnose Nosema EFB and AFB, chalkbrood, halfmoon disorder and 
so on. ODSIR are funding Dennis’ programme for this year and the industries 
trust funds are paying for 1986/87. 
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ACC NEWS 


We had an interesting talk from Jim Mitchel] and Brian Martin of the ACC 
at our last NBA branch meeting. Here are some points I noted from their 
talks. l 


* ACC's area of priority is safety then rehabilitation and lastly compensa- 
tion. 


* ACC pay $1,200 towards funeral expenses if death is caused by accident, 
$4,000 to your widow and $2,000 to each child. The latter may go into 
a trust fund. 


* Inguinal hernias in males are covered by ACC aS they are deemed to be 
work related. 


* You are covered for diseases or allergies if work related. 


You receive ACC while on overseas trips provided the prime reason for 
the trip was business. Evidence that Inland Revenue accepted your trip 
as business is sufficient. 


* There are on average 600 road fatalities in New Zealand each year plus 
250-370 fatal accidents in the home. The home is more dangerous than 
we think!. 


* Industry accounts for 70-80 fatalities while 30-50 occur on farms. The 
number of farm fatalities is very high relative to the number of people 
working or living on farms. 


* 30-40 farm related accidents a week cause people to be admitted to hospital. 
No-one knows the number of patients treated at out-patients or doctors' 
surgeries. 

Jim Mitchell, the ACC Safety Officer, demonstrated with a wooden model the 

reason why a bad lifting posture leads to so many back problems. He stressed 

the need to keep the back straight, keep the head up just before you lift 

(which straightens the back) and use the legs to do most of the lifting.

POLLINATION SURVEY IN WAIKATO 


Of the 76 questionnaires I sent out only 11 of you replied. Adding in 
another 12 that I know of I guesstimated that in 1974 you put 770 colonies 
of bees into orchards in the Waikato and expect that to increase to 
1 053 this year. 


Over 35 Waikato beekeepers put hives into kiwifruit orchards either in 
the Waikato, Bay of Plenty or South Auckland area.

Anyway, I'm confused about alternative fuels, like a lot of others. For 
example some experts will tell you: 


* not to expect more than 80 000-90 000 km from an engine on CNG 


* to run your vehicle occasionally on petrol as CNG/LPG are dry fuels and 
increase wear and tear on cylinders, valves etc. 


* to fit a dual curve ignition system 

* to change your oi] every 20 000 xm 

* to start on petrol then switch to gas 

Now Keith Jones, from Auckland University, reports on his two year study 


of 65 CNG vehicles, that cold starts on petrol washes the ail off the cylinder 
walls and causes the wear. This does not occur with CNG. 


a 


Jones says that all the starting problems with the CNG test vehicles were 
related to the ignition system rather than the CNG system. He also found 
that if kits were correctly installed and the engine properly tuned then 
power losses should be no more than 20% on CNG. 


The university study found ignition timing modifiers (dual curve ignition) 
did not significantly increase power output in a majority of the vehicles 
under test. The minimum service period for CNG kits appeared to be about 
10 000 km. 


A reply toa letter in the AA magazine suggested that the vehicle be run occassionally 
on petrol to lubricate the accelerator pump in the carburettor. Petrol 
will also prevent drying and shrinkage of float bowl gaskets if the vehicle 
is left with petrol in the line overnight. 


So; if any of you can resolve some of these problems through your experiences 
on alternative fuels I would love to hear about it. 


One last thought. I was speaking to a friend a month ago about putting 
a turbo boost unit on his Mitsubishi diesel ute. Apparently his ute is 
designed Lo Lake a booster which he was importing for about $700.00. He 
was going to fit it himself and reckoned on uping the vehicle's performance 
to that of a sporty 2 litre and achieving 7-8 litre/100 km in the process.

HONEY MARKET NEWS 


Well, it's no secret that we produced a lot of honey last year. The MAF 
estimate for the whole country was 10 314 tonnes; the first time we have 
gone over 10 000 tonnes. However, our hive numbers reached a new record 
of 309 428 as well. So on a per hive basis of 33 kg per hive this is the 
third best crop ever. I estimated the Waikato crop at 1 697 tonnes (36 
kg per hive) compared with 731 last year and 720 the year before. 


The number of beekeepers in our region also grew. We now have 739 beekeepers 
operating 45 466 hives on 3 013 apiaries. 


Overseas the US government continues to buy honey while cheaper imports 
flood in from Mexico and Argentina at around NZ$1.40 per kg. Canadian white 
honey is trading at an average of NZ$1.69 per kg. Australian white honey 

is selling (FOB) at around NZ$1,360 to $1,476 tonne while light amber is realising 
NZ$1,288 tonne. 


You might be interested to note that Andersons Honey (a large Australian 
packer) has been taken over by IXL, which is owned by Goodman NZ. If we got 
EFB in our country, that is one brand we could expect to see on our shop 
shelves!

"HONEY ANTIDOTE TO KILLER DISEASE" 


This was the heading given to an article in the Waikato Times 20 August 1985. 
Honey may be the best antidote for malnourished babies who have severe diarrhoea. 
A study from South Africa, published in the British Medical Journal, has 
shown that honey is better than sugar in the nutrient solutions usually 
given to affected children to prevent body dehydration. 


Honey, besides being antibacterial also contains potassium and sodium,essential 
minerals in keeping babies alive. 


SORE THROAT REMEDY 


From the August 1985 issue of the Speedy Bee comes an explanation of why 
ahot drink of lemon or cider vinegar and honey soothes sore throats. According 
to Dr Henkin, at the Georgetown University Medical Centre, sweet foods may 
stimulate brain chemicals that dull our perception of pain. 
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New research suggests that this reaction is very fast so your throat feels 
better the minute you swallow the hot drink. 


Henkin also points out that the drink tastes pleasant to cold-dulled taste 
buds (sweet and salt are the two taste qualities least likely to be affected 
by illness), while honey can stimulate saliva production which soothes dry 
scratchy throats. And finally, the hot water helps loosen the secretions 
that plug up your nose and head during a cold. 


I wonder what adding whiskey or rum is supposed to do. Never mind that 
tastes nice too!

FEEDING SUGAR TO HONEY BEES 


Here are some interesting figures based on a German article translated 
by E R Jaycox of New Mexico.

I feel the converted stores figures are a little on the generous side but 
here's a rough rule of thumb to use when trying to estimate the amount of 
dry sugar in a 2:1 solution. 


Take the dry weight of sugar as being equal to the volume of syrup and 
this in turn will be nearly equal to the quantity of honey stored in 
combs. 


For example a feed of 4.4 litres of syrup will contain 4 kg of sugar and 
result in 4.8 kg of “Syrup honey" in the comb. 


Warning: A recent report in the Review of Applied Entomology A72(10): 
1984 tells the story of a young farm labourer who was using Bacillus 
thuringiensis (Thuricide) spray. Some of this splashed in his eye causing 


a corneal ulcer. This preparation was thought to be harmless to man. 
A number of kiwifruit and raspberry growers will be using Thuricide this 
year during flowering to control leaf roller. So, be careful if you 
are in orchards during or just after this chemical has been applied. 
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Another Daffynition: "Perpetual Motion - a bee eating its own honey!" 


HANDY HINTS 


Hands up all you beekeepers who have burnt out 
an element in your steam generators. Yes, I 
thought so, lots of you. 


Well, here's a neat and simple idea to prevent 
that. Suspend your boiler from the ceiling or 
a shelf and mount a circuit breaker above. As 
the weight decreases the boiler rises and 
touches the circuit breaker so turning off the 
power.

I've used these Fastex buckles for other things beside bee hives eg refurbished 
some old lifejackets, school bags, trailer straps, roof rack ties and so 
on. 


FEELING THE PINCH? 


Beekeepers are feeling the economic squeeze right now; high interest rates, 
Slow honey sales, increased costs, and so on. It reminds me of the story 
of the ‘coon hunters who accidentally ‘treed a mountain lion. One good 
ol' boy climbed up the tree to shake out the ‘coon and got more than he 
bargained for. Finally he pleaded with his buddies on the ground to “shoot 
up here amongst us; one of us is gotta have some relief." 


"Spanish Heath Poses Problems on Pastures". The Noxious Plants Council 
has been asked by several counties to declare Spanish heath a noxious weed 
or to fund special control projects. They have commissioned a Ms Louise 
Mather from Botany Division DSIR to examine the distribution of the plant, 
how significant it is as a weed, its potential to spread and to give 
recommendations for its control. The report is being considered by the 
council, but I bet no mention of heath's value as a honey plant was made.

FEEDING FUMAGILLIN FOR NOSEMA CONTROL 


Fumagillin is the active ingredient in Fumidol-B or Nosem-x. Beware of 
other products such as Nosemack or Humatin which are not effective against 
Nosema. Here is a list of dos and don'ts for using fumagillin products: 


* Do use the dose as stated on the label. I know the product is expensive 
but you're better off not feeding it at all rather than diluting the 
product down. 


os 


* Do keep the jars of powder in the fridge or a cool place where it will 
last 2-3 years. Don't ever place in the sun. 


* Do feed fumagillin in sugar syrup. It is not effective in patties or 
with dry icing sugar. 


* Fumagallin will last 34 years in sugar syrup provided it is kept in a 
cool room (4°C). At room temperature (20-32°C) it will retain its 
activity for a month. 


* Fumagillin will remain active in a hive for up to 8 months. 


* Do feed medicated syrup in the autumn and again in the spring for best 
control. 


* Do have an active comb replacement programme as well.

MARKING HIVES 


The best marker I have found for bee hives ‘is theAlflex ear tag marker 
pen. This is a felt tip pen with a spring loaded tip which you can push 
up and down to release the amount of ink you want. I've had marks on hives 
for two years now and they haven't faded. 


How about stapling a piece of leather or vinyl to 
the back of your smoker - as in the diagram. Then 
you have the pen with you whenever you need it. 
One word of warning - don't carry these pens in 
your pocket. The caps can come off but the 
marks do not come off your clothes or overalls!
